DEFIED; FARMERS 
WHO THREATENED 


Taft Told Them to Do as They 
Like About Reciprocity. 


SURPRISE FOR POLITICIANS 


BASE BALL SCORES. 


The> Wonder lf Increased Favors of 
the Ultimate Consumer Will Over­ 


come Farm ers’ Hostility In 1912. 


Washington, May ll.—Nothing that 
has happened in Washington in re­ 
cent months has caused more of a 
stir among the politicians than the 
speech made the other day to repre­ 
sentatives of the Grange by President 
Taft.

Grange, who called on him and told 
him about the dangers of reciprocity J 
to the farmer, and In effect held th e ( 
club of political retaliation over b s 
head that if th* y did not Tike it they 
could do as the> pleased about it. 
Of course, win a a president 
in­ 
dulges in such plain speaking as this 
the politicians hold up their hands 
and wonder what is to come cf it all. 
Just now they are saying that the 
effect of this speech will be to bury 
Piesident Taft so deep in ballots in 
the elections of next year that he will 
not he able to get out for months. 
As a m atter of fact, the politicians 
have been talking with great frank­ 
ness about tile (ase of President Tap 
for months. Most of them agree that 
be will not 
he re elected—provided 
the Democrats nominate a strong can 
dldate. The Democratic politicians, of 
course, aver this, and most of the reg- 
ulat politicians say the same thing. 
Some of the regulars want the presi­ 
dent to succeed himself, and others 
do not. As for the insurgent Republi­ 
cans, most of them want him deteat- 
ed. 
In a general way, this represents 
the situation as it has existed for 
many weeks; and lite opponents of 
la it now say that his advocacy of re­ 
ciprocity, and especially his virtual de* 
flame of the farmers, who ate against 
reciprocity, 
greatly 
accentuates 
his 
difficulties. 
But there is another side to the 
situation. 
In the first place, it is 
clear that only a part of the farmers 
ate opposed to the Canadian agree­ 
ment. 
In the second place, the que*- 
lion is raised to what extent President 
Tall, by his fight Tor reciprocity, is 
going to rally to his support the ulti­ 
mate consumers of the Lnited State* 
who live In the cities and towns. The 
agitation of the tariff question is due 
to the protest of the ultimate consum 
ers against the high cost of living. 
Without doubt the character of the 
population of the country is ( hanging 
Tile United States is becoming a na 
lion in which the number of consum­ 
ers is growing by leaps and bounds, 
while the number of producers is rota 
lively diminishing 
President 'lait, in his advocacy of 
reciprocity, has taken the side. it I* 
generally considered, of the consum 
ing public. This raises the question in 
a |*olitieal way whether the consum­ 
ers oi the country are going to stand 
by bim in other words, the question is 
whether 
the 
president will gain a. 
much support -or more—from the con 
dimers as he is going to lose Don 
those producing elements that opp me 
reciprocity or any reduction of tai if! 
duties. 
President Taft himself is not look 
mg for an vt bing but loss of votes 
front the advocacy of reciprocity.

did not take the matter up for the 
sake of political advantage He real­ 
izes as well aa any one that he will 
probably stifler severe political eonse 
quem es.

El Paso, Tex., May 12.—With Juarez 
in their possession, the Mexican in- 
su n e c to s set up their provisional gov­ 
ernm ent and Francisco I. Madero an ­ 
nounced his cabinet. 
The

are: 
Dr. Vasquez 
Gomez, m inister of foreign relations; 
Vsuus Tiano Carranza, 
m inister of ' 
war; Gustavo Madero, brother of the 
rebel leader, m inister 
of 
finance; 
Frederlco Gonzales Garza, m inister of 
the interior; Pino Suarez, m inister of 
justice; Juan Sanchez Azcona, secre­ 
tary to the president. 
The announcem ent of the cabinet 
appointm ents followed a meeting of 
the chiefs and advisers in Madero's 
headquarters. It was decided that Sec-! 
retsry 
of 
W ar 
C arranza will have 
charge of the railways and telegraphs; I 
Secretary of the Interior Garza will be 
in charge of the mail service, and Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury Madero will 
direct the affairs of the custom bouse. 
The insurrecto cabinet will at once 
devote its d iet hies to seeking recog-; 
nition from the various foreign gov­ 
ernm ents. 
The captured city was opened to the* 
public from El Paso and thousands 
flocked to the rebel capital of Mexico. 
Automobiles, bi* yeles, street cars and 
every known method of transportation 
was used. 
While the town was filled with sight­ 
seers a panic was created when one 
or two of the Madero soidieis, w,.o 
had been given drink by American 
visitors, became boisterous aud sta rt­ 
ed firing their weapons. Several wo­ 
men began to scream and run, while 
men fought to get out of the way. The 
situation was tense for a short time, 
but the insurrecto com m ander artest- 
ed the disturbers and soon had quiet 
restored 
Peace talk is still under way and 
every effort is being made by Braniff 
and Obregon, the two go-betweens, to 
induce Diaz to call a truce tempor­ 
arily. 
With the insurrectos In possession 
of Juarez, the orders having been i* 
sued to the United Stales troops to 
permit them to import provisions and 
Medical supplies, they are not anxious) 
to start an offensive campaign at once, 
but having 
knowledge (hat General 
Rahago and fedetal reinforcem ents are 
coming from Chihuahua, Orozco and 
almost the entire force now in Juarez, 
ogether w ph all forc es he < an call in 
’rom the south, will leave to meet 
Kahago and give bailie. 
Obregon and 
Brauiff are attem pting to have the 
federals hold Kabago hack while the 
peace negotiations are continued Ma-| 
dero is willing to reopen them, and it J 
may 
be that 
an 
arm istice 
will 
be 
agieed to In a very few hours. 
Like 
ail insurrecto m atters, however, such 
a statem ent is merely a guess. 
Colonel E Z. Steever, com manding 
the United States border guard, was 
advised by 
ie war departm ent that he 
might (leriuil food and medical sup­ 
plies to be sent to the insurrectos in 
Juarez. This settles a question that 
has been troubling th e Insurrectos and 
people of El Paso. 
The attitude of the rebels on the 
question of the resignation of Presi­ 
dent l)iab hardly has crystallized yet. 
Dr. Vasquez Gomez, one of the rebel 
peace com m issions s, declared it was 
still the param ount consideration on 
which all prospects for peace hinged. 
The rebels have taken the stand that 
their 
dem and that 
President Diaz 
make public merely his Intention of 
resigning has been met with such a 
vague and haughty reply that they 
now will demand the fixing of the 
exact tim e for his retirem ent. 
W ith reference to the contention of 
the governm ent that insubordination 
in the Madero ranks provoked the a t­ 
tack on Juarez and that General Ma­ 
dero Is not in control of his soldiers, 
the rebels openly charge trickery od 
the part of the governm ent to dis­ 
sem inate the opinion that a state of 
anarchy is prevalent in the republic 
and that, therefore, It would be fatal 
for President Diaz to abdicate under 
such circumstances. 
The rebels m aintain that they are 
asking 
merely for 
steps tow ard a 
gradual readjustm ent of the adm in­ 
istration of the republic and they be­ 
lieve the autom atic transfer of the 
power to their own 
political party 
soon will follow.

An Alarm Was Given In the Workings 


Near Wilkes-Barre, But Many Were 


Overcome. 


Wilkes-Barre, Pa., May 12 — Five 
lives were lost In the Boston mine OI 
the Delaware & Hudson company a' 
Larksville by suffocation. 
The names of the dead arc 
George Feeder, agen twenty years, 
driver. 
John Melodecki, aged seventeen, a 
door boy. 
Jai cg Kenulla, aged thirty nine, a 
miner, single. 
Charles Kermuski, aged twenty five, 
laborer, married. 
William 
Adamke, laborer, twenty 
five years old, single. 
Fire started in a section of the mine 
w here a num ber of rock miners w**te 
employed, but It was gotten 
tinder 
control without much difficulty. Eleven 
men were at work in that section. 
After midnight the odor of smoke 
was detected and the alarm was given. 
All the employes in the inside woi k 
ings made their way from the Ross 
vein to the main gangway, but Hie 
smoke had become so dense that near­ 
ly all were overcome. 
Several rescue patties at the risk 
of their own lives then entered the 
workings and succeeded In taking out 
John 
Morrissey, Patrick 
Lloyd and 
John Benditus. When brought to the 
surface 
they were 
quickly rev i\el. 
The* rescuers returning to the gang- 
wav stumbled over bodies of the dead. 
The latter were brought out a* soon 
as possible. Several of the rescuers 
were overcome by the smoke and one 
of them was prostrated. He was lev­ 
elled by a fourth rescuing party. 
So far as the investigation has gone 
as to the cause of the fire. it is said 
tin t a workman left a naked light in 
the shaft, which fired the timbers. The 
blaze worked its way down the shaft 
timbers, sending the smoke into the 
various 
chambers. 
The men were 
trapped in one of the inner gangways 
The (tames and smoke drove them 
forward, and all avenues of escape 
were cut off. 
John A. Jones, day foreman of the 
colliery, was the first to enter the 
workings from the surface He at once 
called for rescuers. John Morrissey, 
who was first to discover the fire, out 
lined a plan to hts companion* as to 
how they could ull be saved. Morris- 
♦*y and one ut his fellow workmen 
went to the rescue of Feeder and Me 
lodi leu, but the walls of dense smoke 
drove them back and they had to give 
tip the tusk. Morrissey aiel his com­ 
panions theu made a dash for the 
nitt'n air course, only to have their 
way cut off with a heavy brattice 
work. 
Summoning all their strength, they 
hut led themselves against the brettice 
and broke it down. 
Then they mad* 
their way quickly to the foot of the 
shaft and were hoisted to the surface, 
where they received medical attention. 
The rescuers, with the use of dyna­ 
mite, blocked the air current, ami 'n 
this way entrance was gained into tho 
cham bers where it was known the fl.e 
missing men were at work. The bod 
ie* of Feeder and 
Melodlcka w**re 
found together. They had started to 
work their way to the foot of the 
shaft, but were overcome by th** dense 
smoke. An hour later the bod ie t cf 
tile other three victims were found, a

cham ber 
where they had been working. 
The fire continues to rage in the 
mine, but the company offb iaU state 
they expect to have It under control 
in a short time.
